The name of the Sockty thaXL be: 

Japan Socisty. 

II 

The objects of the Society shall be: 

The promotion of frirndlv relations bctwrrn thr IJnit^ States and 
Japan and the diiiusion among the American people of a more accarate 
knowledp:e of the people of Japan, their ainu, ideals, arts, sciences, in- 
diistries and economic conditions. 

Ill 

The Oflicera shall be an honoraiy Fieddeml^ honovaiy Viee^Piesi- 
dents, two honovaxj Seerctaries, two honorarjr Tieasmrers, and also a 
Piesidenty s Vice-Pxesidenl^ a Secretary and a Treasurer, who, toijeliher 
with twenty other members, shall constitute the Executive Committee 
of the Society. The said Officers shall be decked annaaUy. 

The membm shall be Japanese and Americans, and those prominent 
hi public or social lifci science, art, or literatore, who shall be eleoted 
by the EzecnliTe Cmnmittee. 
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Candidates nnut be proposed hy one numiber and aeeonded by another. 
The candidate's full name and occupation shall be entered in a form to be 
provided for the purpose, which shall be signed by Ihe proposer and sec- 
onder, or by their anthorUy. 

The dection for membership shall be by tiie Szecntiye Conunittee upon 
reeommaadation from the Membership Sub-Committee, and shall take plaoe 
at such times as the Committee shall think fit. 

The election shall he by ballot; one lAaA ball in five shall adude^ If 
twice rejected, a candidate cannot be again put up for electi<m without the 
unanimous consent of the Conunittee. 

A Membership Sub-Committee, consisting of three members of the 
Executive Committee, shall be appointed annualh' by the Executive Com- 
mittee. All pruposuli for uieuibLri)iiip must go before such Coiuiuittee, 
whose duty shall be to reconjmend to the Executive Committee those whom 
it deems suitable for membership. 



VI 

A majority of the Executive Committee mar cancel the election of any 
member at any time, b;it his entrance fee and subscription shall be returned 
to him in case of cancellation of election. 



VII 

The management of the Society and the enforcing of these Rules shall 
be vested in the Executive Committee, and a majority of such Committee 
shall have power to add to, or alter, tiiese Rules after giving two weeks 
notice to each member of the Cimunittee of tlie iwoposal to so add to, or 
alter, iht same.

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The Committee shall make all such rules and regulations as they shall 
from time to time think necessary for the management and well-being of 
the Society, and for carrying out its objects, and such rules and regula- 
tions shall be binding on all members of the Society. 

One-third of the Committee shall be elected at the annual meeting of 
the Sodety, and hold offioe for three jesx9, onHihlfd letiriiig eadi year 
and bdng digible for leSleotioii. 

Five membera of the Committee ehall form a qaonmi. 

The Committee iliaU have i»ower to M veaaciee. 

The Committee shall appoint ammaUy from their omi xmmber a 
Finance Committee, consisting of two members, who shall be KSpooeiUe 
to the Executive Committee, to whom they shall report once a montii, or 
oftener if required. 

The Committee shall have power to appoint sub-committees for any pur- 
pose or objects, and to delegate to such sub-committees the functions and 
powers of the Committee relating to the same. 

There shall be an annual meeting of 4he Soeiely hdd in Fdbmaiy, on 
•ttdi day and at audi plaoe as the Committee may eleelv two wedu' notice 
of such meeting to be giren by the Secretaiy in sneh manner as Ae Com- 
mittee may detemdne. 

VIII
